WAR CONTINGENCIES.—The seed business, during 
the past season has had its share of the burdens im- 
posed on many other industries by reason of the dis- 
astrous conditions caused by the war in Europe. Our 
warehouse staff has been reduced by the loss of the 
services of experienced employes, who considered it 
their duty to join the overseas forces in defence of the 
Empire; and the President of the Company, Lieutenant- 
“== Colonel W. H. Bruce, commanding officer of the 173rd 
=== Canadian Highlanders, has given his whole attention to 

the preparation of his battalion, and is now on his way 
to the front.. The troubles of the past season, however, 
are likely to entail other drawbacks in the coming year, 
caused by the difficulty experienced by our European 
growers in filling their contracts; owing to the shortage of labor in the seed fields, and to some ex- 
tent, unfavorable weather conditions. This is particularly the case in France, where our principal 
crops are being harvested; the experienced men heretofore employed in seed growing are in the 
army, and there are only aged men, women and boys available to secure the crops. 


SEED CROPS.—Our seeds are prinicipally obtained from growers of experience and reliability in 
Europe, where climate and labor conditions influence both quality and cost of production. Reports 
from growers indicate disappointing returns in both Garden and Field Seeds, and had we not pro- 
vided for this contingency when placing our contracts, we would have found ourselves short of sup- 
plies in some important lines; and the conditions abroad are not unlike our experience in Canada, 
where crops of Garden Beans and Peas are very short, and vaiues much above normal.

CASH WITH ORDER.—Owing to the extended nature of our business connections and the heavy 
expenses incurred in collecting accounts, we conduct our business on Cash Principles; therefore, 
orders to receive prompt attention must be accompanied by a remittance of the amount.

Sow early in the spring in drills one foot apart. To secure strong, 
healthy plants, thin out seedlings to three or four inches in the 
rows. The one-year-old plants should be set out in the spring in a 
rich, sandy loam, dug eighteen inches deep, in which has been 
worked plenty of well-rotted manure. Plant in rows, fifteen inches 
apart, and twelve inches apart in the rows. Spread out the reots 
all around, and carefully shake the soil in amongst the rows and 
cover to a depth of four inches. Before winter sets in, cover the 
beds with six inches of manure, and in the spring give a top dress- 
ing of salt. Every fall a good dressing of coarse manure should be 
applied, after the tops have been cut, and in spring forked in. 
Never cut too closely, as the roots need the benefit of some foliage 
during the year.

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TREE SEEDS 


Sow the seeds moderately thick in the spring 
just as soon as the ground is in good working con- 
dition, in beds 3 feet wide; then draw the soil with 
the back of the rake from the centre of the beds 
to a uniform depth of 2 inches. Keep the beds 
free from weeds, and when the seeds begin to ger- 
minate, lightly cover the bed with pine boughs to 
shade the young plants from the sun. When all 
are up the boughs should be gradually removed in 
order to harden off the young plants; during the 
first winter cover the beds with pine boughs to 
protect the young plants from the snow and sun. 
Let the plants remain in the beds from 2 to 3 
years, then transplant into rows two and a half 
feet apart, leaving 6 to 9 inches between each 
plant. Keep the ground clean and mellow, and. 
when the plants are strong enough, remove them 
to where they are intended to remain.

A Few Brief Practical Direct 


‘m= To be successful in the raising of plants from seeds requires 
much greater care than is commonly exercised, and many 
packets of valuable seeds are annually destroyed for the want 
of a little skill and forethought. Inattention or want of care 
in watering is undoubtedly the main source of failure, a single 
hour of a dry surface at certain stages of germination being sufficient 
in many cases to destroy life. Amateurs especially are reminded 
that there can be no fixed time for watering; the surface of the 
sotl must never be allowed to become quite dry, neither must it at any 
time become decidedly wet, and to maintain this intermediate 
state is one of the essential conditions of success. 
FLOWERING PLANTS ARE USUALLY DIVIDED 
INTO THE FOLLOWING SECTIONS: 
ANNUALS, BIENNIALS, PERENNIALS. 
Annuals—Plants which require to be sown annually, as 
they live and bloom only one season. 
Biennials—Plants which do not fiower until the second 
season after sowing, remain a certain time in perfection and 


_ then die. They are produced from seed and some of the finest 


varieties are propagated from cuttings. 
Perennials—Plants which continue to grow and bloom 


| annually. 


Annuals are called either hardy, half-hardy or tender. Hardy 


| annuals will grow and blossom in the border without any arti- 


ficial heat or protection, and may be sown during the months 
of May and June. The soil should be well prepared and neatly 
leveled and the seed sown either in small patches, each kind 
by itself or in drills. In about a month, more or less, many of 


them will be fit to transplant, which should always be per- 
_ formed in cloudy or rainy weather, 


Half-hardy annuals applies to those annuals which, 


» although they will flower freely in the open ground, require 


artificial heat to assist germination, and protection from 


: atmospheric changes during the earlier stages of their growth, 


many of them are of great beauty and interest and derive an 
additional value from flowering after most of the hardy an- 


| nuals are out of bloom. 


Tender annuals require the aid of greenhouse or conser- 


| vatory to bring them to perfection. The seeds are generally 
| sown in March, placing them in a warm part of the green- 


house or plunging them into a moderate hot-bed carefully pro- 


| tecting them from cold, shading them from the sun and water- 
| ing them with a fine rose watering pot. 


FLOWER SEEDS| 


Biennials and Perennials may be sown at the same time a8 
Annuals of the same degree of hardiness and treated sinailarly, 
except such of the hardy kinds as do not bloom the first year. 
These last may be thinned out or removed from the seed 
beds as soon as they are well rooted and planted either in 
different parts of the garden, or into a nursery bed, in rows 
a foot or more apart. Some Biennials and Perennials may be 
sown in September or as soon as the seeds are ripe, and if the 


plants get strong enough before the setting in of winter, most 
of these will flower the next season,

ions on Their Management 


On the Preparation and Management of a Hot-Bed 
for Raising Seedlings. 


‘*Sow in heat, sow in hot-beds,”’ are the directions so com- 
monly found in the notices of half-hardy annuals, that we feel 
that we will be materially aiding those who are their own 
gardeners if we give a few simple directions on the subject of 
hot-beds composed of stable manure, the most frequent and 
useful form in which it is to be found. 


The preparation of the manure is a matter of great import- 
ance, and if the bed be expected to retain its usefulness for any 
length of time it should be well worked previous to being used. 
If obtained fresh from the stable yard and found to be dry, it 
should be well watered and thrown lightly together to ferment 
This will take place in the course of a few days, and three or 
four days afterwards it should be completely turned, well 
shaken and mixed, keeping the more littery portion to the in-- 
terior of the heap; a second watering and turning may be: 
necessary, although one will be generally sufficient. When: 
thus cleansed of its rankness the beds may be made. 


The situation for this should be dry underneath, sheltered: 
from the north as much as possible and fully exposed to the: 
sun; it should be built from two feet six inches to four feet, 
high, and wider by six inches each way than the frame to be 
placed upon it. The manure should be well shaken and mixed 
up while being put together, and firmly pressed with the foot. 
The frame should be kept closed till the heat rises, and three 
or four inches of sifted sand or ashes should be placed on the 
surface of the bed. In a few days it will be ready for use, bus 
air should be given night and day while there is any danger of 
the rank steam, and if the sand or ashes are drawn away from 
the side of the bed they should be replaced.
